I am directed by the Board of Revenue to submit the report 
Opium. on the operations of the Opium 

Agencies of Bihar and Benares during 

The Hon’bie Mb. W. 0. Macphebson, c.s.i., i.c.s. the twelv0 months beginning . on th | 

1st November 1908 and ending 31st October 1909. 

2. Charge of Agencies. — Messrs. L. P. Shirres, i.c.s., and H. F. 
House, i.c s. , were in respective charge of the Bihar and Benares Agencies 
throughout the year. Mr. W. L. L. Reed held charge of Patna Factory 
and Mr. G. A. Levett-Yeats of the Ghazipur Factory throughout the year. 

3. Supervision by the Board. — The Hon’bie Mr. W. 0. Macpherson, c.s.i., 
was in charge as Member of the Miscellaneous Revenue Department through- 
out the year. He inspected the Opium Factories at Patna and Ghazipur in 
December 1908 and January 1909, when he discussed a number of matters 
relating to opium administration with the Agents. 

4. Tours of officers. — Mr. Shirres spent 82 days on tour in the districts, 

and visited all the Sub-Agencies once or oftener. 
Mr. House was on tour for 186 days and spent a 

few days in each of the divisions of his Agency. The number of days spent 
on tour by the Sub-Deputy and Assistant Opium Agents and the work done 
by them have been shown in Statement I. The touring done in both Agencies 
was satisfactory. In Bihar special attention was paid to the inspection of 
villages which had not been inspected during the previous two or three 
seasons. 

5. ChecTc-measurements by gazetted officers. — In the Bihar Agency 7,140 
villages were inspected and 51,693 plots belonging to 23,351 raiyats, containing 
an area of 12,440 bighas, were test-measured by the gazetted officers; the total 
area test-measured being 6*9 per cent, as compared with 15,937 bighas or 7*6 
per cent, measured in the previous year by a larger staff. 

Mr. Shirres points out that in preceding years, the accessible villages 
received a disproportionate share of attention to the neglect of outlying 
villages and while too much time was given by the officers to measurement 
work, inadequate attention was paid to the highly important work of seeing 
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that the raiyats fulfilled their engagements. He therefore properly directed 
that the month of November should be devoted mainly to pressing on 
sowings and that test-measurements should be made as far as possible where it 
was least likely to be expected. The result of the test-measurements in the 
Bihar Agency was satisfactory, not a single instance of fraud on the part of the 
Jcothi staff being detected. 

In the Benares Agency the number of villages inspected was 20,297 or 
73*38 per cent, of the whole number. The total area test-measured was 
42,223 bighas out of a total of 448,706 or 9*41 per cent. Last year’s percent- 
ages were 70*18 and 7*32 respectively. 

6. Settlements . — The orders of the Government of India contained in their 
letter No. 2115Exc., dated the 9th April 1908, were to the effect that not more 
than 800,000 bighas should be cultivated in the two Agencies in 1908-09, and it 
was anticipated by the Board that settlements would be made for about 210,000 
bighas in Bihar and for a little less than 600,000 bighas in the Benares Agency. 
The settlements actually made amounted to 729,053 bighas, viz., 217,626 
bighas in the Bihar Agency and 511,427 bighas in the Benares Agency, as 
against 236,228 and 609,063 bighas in the respective Agencies in the previous 
year. The reasons which led to this marked decrease were explained in the 
Board’s letter No. 1106B., dated the 26th February 1909, as being chiefly 
due to the increased attraction of food-crops on account of high prices, the 
increased wages of labour, the discouragement of the opium cultivators caused 
by two successive bad seasons and the unfavourable character of season 1908-09 
at its commencement. The advances for opium cultivation are now the chief 
inducement to the raiyat. 

The percentage of attendance of raiyats at settlements in the Bihar 
Agency ranged again from 6 per cent, in Patna to 87 per cent, in Tirhut. 
The percentage of attendance in the Benares Agency was 94*44. No opium 
was cultivated by European planters in the Bihar Agency. 

7. Measurement and actual cultivation . — In the Bihar Agency the area 

cultivated exclusive of failures, was 165,720 bighas as 

compared with 201,980 bighas in 1907-08. The total 
failures amounted to 52,641 bighas against 17,920 bighas in the preceding year, 
of which 38,629 bighas were due to non-fulfilment of engagements and 14,012 
bighas to climatic causes. The abnormal increase under the former head is 
attributed to want of moisture in the soil which precluded any attempt at 
sowings. As stated in last year’s report, the distinction between the two classes 
of failures is frequently illusory. In the Benares Agency the measurements 
showed that an area of 448,706 bighas, or 62,721 bighas (12*26 per cent.) less 
than the area engaged for, had been sown. Short sowings were of general 
occurrence, only two divisions, Mirzapur and Partabgarh, giving small increases. 
Such a deficiency has been very unusual in this Agency, and it is ascribed 
mainly to the extraordinary fever that prevailed until far into the cold 
weather, and to water not being obtainable for sowings. The area wilfully 
left unsown in this Agency is returned as 2,525 bighas or *49 per cent, of 
the area for which engagements were made. The failures from climatic causes 
affected in all 35,494 bighas as compared with 21,533 in the preceding 
year. Gonda, Bareilly, Budaon and Lucknow Divisions again suffered most 
and together had nearly 23,000 bighas of failures. The total area cultivated 
in this Agency, excluding failures, was 413,212 bighas, against 579,698 in the 
preceding year. 

8. Weather and general results . — In the Bihar Agency the deficiency of the 
monsoon and want of rain in the sowing season caused the sowings to be late, 
and cultivators who depended on tanks, ahars and streams for their irrigation 
were unable to sow at all. In many places even well water ran short ; and 
although advances were liberally given to dig Jcutcha wells, sufficient water 
could not be obtained. Where, however, the sowings were successful, the 
seed germinated freely, and a light fall of rain in January and February 
largely benefited the crop. High west winds during the time of collection 
of the drug reduced the yield, although the consistence was raised. 

In the Benares Agency, except in the north-east, generally good rain fell 
in July and August, but very little fell after the first week of September any- 
where. The south-east of the Agency received some rain early in October 
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and slight showers fell in the west in January and February. Taken as a 
whole, the cold weather was to all intents and purposes rainless, and the drought 
in many places was felt severely. Strong hot winds prevailed in March and in 
April rain fell to an unusual amount. 

9. Irrigation.-— Mr. House reports that complaints regarding the non- 
supply of canal water were common in his Agency, and he considers that 
the difficulty experienced by cultivators in obtaining water is undoubtedly 
affecting the poppy area in canahirrigated districts. The Board w r ould desire 
that this matter should be represented to the proper authorities in the United 
Provinces. 

10. Outturn of opium . — The usual statistics of the outturn of opium are 

v given in the Appendices. In the two Agencies 
tatements , an . taken together, the damdeta produce at 70° consis- 
tence decreased by 9,530 maunds, or by 13*3 per cent, in the year under 
review, as compared with that of the year 1907-08. This decrease, which 
occurred in both Agencies, was due to the shrinkage in cultivation— -the 
outturn to the bigha cultivated being considerably better in both Agencies than 
in the preceding year. The general average produce per bigha (excluding 
failures) in the Bihar Agency was 3 seers 10 chitaks and 1 kacha in the year 
under review against 3 seers 1 chitak and 2 kachas in the preceding year, 
the improvement being probably partly due to the elimination of less 
productive areas. The average yield per bigha in the Benares Agency 
was 4 seers and 5 chitaks against 3 seers and 10 chitaks in the preceding 
year. The Budaon and Partabgarh Divisions head the list with an average 
of 5 seers and 4 chitaks per bigha. The lowest average (3 seers per bigha) was 
in the Gonda Division which suffered much from drought. 

11. Average area per cultivator .«— In the Bihar Agency the Shahabad Divi- 

sion continues to show the highest average area for 
Statement . each cu pi va ^ or> vi Z(> 15 co ttahs 5 dhurs, and Tirhut 

the lowest, viz,, 6 cottahs 10 dhurs. The average for the whole Agency 
declined from 10 cottahs 11 dhurs to 9 cottahs 18 dhurs. In the Benares 
Agency the Etawali Division continues to show the highest average area 
for a cultivator, viz., 17 biswas, and Gonda the lowest, viz., 6 biswas 
18 biswansis. The general average for the Agency declined from 12 biswas 
10 biswansis to 10 biswas 11 biswansis. 

12. Average produce per license and per cultivator. — Although the average 

area of land cultivated in the Bihar Agency under 

each license and by each cultivator decreased, there 
was in each case an increase in the average amount of produce. The average 
produce for each license was 1 mauod 2 seers 2J chitaks against 1 maund 
1 seer 6 chitaks in the preceding year, and the average for each cultivator was 
1 seer 12| chitaks against 1 seer 10J chitaks. The average outturn for a 
license in the Benares Agency fell from 1 maund 31 seers 14 chitaks in 1907- 
OS to 1 maund 24 seers and 12 chitaks in the year under review ; the average 
for a cultivator shows a small increase. Four Sub-Agencies, viz., Mirzapur, 
Etawah, Partabgarh and Rae Bareili, in the Benares Agency and one, viz., 
Shahabad, in Bihar show an average produce of more than -4 seers for a 
cultivator. 

13. Nepal opium,— The total quantity of Nepal opium received in the 
Tirhut and Motihari sub- Agencies was about 12 maunds only as compared 
with 57 maunds in the previous year. The decrease is said to be due partly 
to the great scarcity of water and partly to the imposition by the Nepal Darbar 
of an export tax on opium of Rs. 5 per maund. 

14. Consistence of the season's opium . — The average consistence of the 

season’s opium in the Bihar Agency was a little lower 
Statement . than that of the previous year, being 75*68° against 

76*34°, but was higher than the average for the last ten years, viz., 74*18°. 
The consistence of the opium of the Aliganj Sub-Agency, viz., 76*52°, was 
lower than that of last year, viz., 78*12°, but it was the highest for the season. 
In the Benares Agency the average consistence of the opium produced 
worked out at 71*73°, or 2*45° above the ten years’ average consistence for the 
Agency. The consistence would have been still higher but for the cool wet 
weather experienced in April. 
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Leaf.*— On indents amounting to 8,000 maunds only 4,380 maunds (ex- 
clusive of rejections) were delivered from the Bihar 
statement VI. districts to the Patna Factory. Patna was the only 

district which met its indent, in full ; Shahabad supplied 603 maunds out of 800 
maunds indented for, while the other districts supplied about half their indents. 
Though the supply from Aliganj again fell short this year, 2,144 maunds, nearly 
half of the total receipts, were received from that Sub-Agency. In the Benares 
Agency the indent was for 21,000 maunds; the receipts were 10,765 maunds, 
or°48*74 per cent short. The deficiency was due partly to the unfavourable 
weather which prevailed during the leaf-making season and partly to the rates 
having ceased to be remunerative. Since the close of the year, the rates for 
leaf have been increased with the sanction of Government. The quality of the 
Bihar leaf taken as a whole was not as good as that supplied last year, the 
difference being specially noticeable in the leaf received from Monghyr, which 
was of very poor quality, A little grub-eaten and damp leaf was received from 
Motihari. The chandi from Aliganj, and Muzaffarpur, was good. All the 
leaf came in Jhowa or Jungle creeper discs and arrived at the factory in good 
condition. From the Benares Agency 1,975 maunds of leaf of good quality 
were received. 

The quality of the leaf of the Benares Agency was generally good, 
but it was very dry and brittle, resulting in a very large quantity of cnoor . 
The district classification was carefully carried out. The experiment of pack- 
ino- leaf m lids containing one maund each was tried in eleven sub-divisions 
during the year and proved a success. , This system will now be introduced 
in all leaf- producing districts, except Azamgarh, where baskets will continue to 
be used, as they are required for factory purposes. 

16. Trash. — The total quantity of damdeta trash received in the Bihar 

Agency amounted to 21,933 maunds, generally of 
Statement VI . excellent quality, against an indent of 21,000 

maunds. Aliganj and Tehta supplied, respectively, about 1,500 maunds and 
1 000 maunds in excess of their indents. In the Benares Agency the indent 
was for 19,865 maunds of trash and 21,393 maunds damdeta were obtained. 
The outturn was better both- in quantity and quality than it was last year : the 
best trash came from the Mirzapur Division, with 2*02 per cent, of foreign 
matter, while the percentage in the Ghazipur Division (8T0) was the worst 
in the Agency, 

17. Pasewa. — During the year under review, 26 maunds of pasewa was 

received in the Bihar Agency as against 35 maunds 
Statement \ , j n the previous year, the decrease being due to the 

charaeter of the season. Fifty-six maunds of pasewa-amez opium were 
received at the Patna Factory as against 104 maunds in the preceding 
year. In the Benares Agency also, the season being dry, the supply of 
pasewa was less than 10 maunds as compared with 17 maunds in the preced- 
ing year and 288 maunds in 1906-07. District officers sent up over 190 maunds 
of opium as pasewa-amez , of which over 171 maunds were fined for pasewa. Out 
of 30,447 maunds despatched as good opium to the Ghazipur Factory 37 maunds 
were fined for pasewa. Similar fines were imposed on nearly 3 out of 13,571 
maunds of opium sent to the Patna Factory from the Benares Agency. 

Orders of Government were received during the year sanctioning the 
payment of higher rates for pasewa of 70° consistence subject to the usual fines 
for impurities; and it is expected that greater care will now be taken by culti- 
vators to separate pasewa from the opium. 

18. Dhoi, — During the year under review 17 maunds of dhoi were ob- 
tained in the ' Bihar Agency from 15,131 maunds of good opium and sent to 
Ghazipur for extraction of alkaloids, as against 20 maunds of dhoi obtained 
from 15,702 maunds of opium in the preceding year. The average percentage 
of dhoi to opium was therefore only 4 seers 7| chitaks against 5 seers 2 f 
chitaks in 1907-08. The improvement in the quality of Bihar dhoi noticed 
last year was maintained. The dhoi received from the districts in the 
Benares Agency amounted to 89 maunds at 70°. or 8 seers 4f chitaks par 100 
maunds on the gross produce. The average consistence was 67*79° as compared 
with 67*60° last year. All the dhoi received was fit for use, but more careful 
filtration is required. 
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19. Adulteration of opium and pasewa .— The quality of the opium 
received this year at the Patna Factory from both Agencies, although not quite 
so good as that of last year, was above the average. In kothi Bhabhua a trace 
of starch was noticed in one bag, and on examination at the Factory the 
contents of six pots weighing 14 seers 5 chitaks were found to be adulterated 
and were confiscated. Dhoi was found in two bags. In one case a fine was 
imposed and the opium was used for lewa ; in the other the dhoi was separated 
and the opium was used for cakes. No fines were imposed for pasewi. The 
district classification was satisfactory. Three bags from the Benares Agency 
were fined for pasewa and were all consigned to lewa. Forty-eight bags were 
found below the district classification. In the Benares Agency no opium 
sent in as good this season was confiscated. The consignments of sus- 
pected opium numbered 3,510 and totalled maunds 145-12-5. The quantity 
confiscated was maunds 39-22-9, and fines were levied on maunds 97-12-6. 
The adulterants chiefly used were dhoi, mud, marc, gum, sugar and vegetable 
mucilage and stamens. 

20. Advances and outstanding balances .— In the Bihar Agency the value 

of opinm delivered by cultivators (including Nepal 

Statements IX and X. opium) was Rs. 38,97,356. The payments made 

for this opium were (1) at * settlements Rs. 15,12,444, (2) at weighments 
Rs. 24,47,784, and (3) at final adjustments Rs. 1,95,523, giving a total of 
Rs. 41,55,751, or Rs. 2,58,395 in excess of the value of opium received. Of 
this excess Rs. 1,95,481 were recovered, leaving a balance of Rs. 62,914 as 
compared with Rs. 10,500 in the previous year. The outstandings were 
largest, viz., Rs. 33,209, in Motihari where, owing to the prevalence of scarcity, 
coercive measures were not pressed unless the raiyat had taken advances 
without any intention to sow poppy, and even in such cases the Agent instructed 
the Sub-Deputy Opium Agent to abstain from coercive measures when he 
was satisfied that the raiyat was unable to pay. 

In Benares the total advances made on account of opium, leaf and 
trash for season 1908-09 amounted to Rs. 1,09,73,984 and the final pay- 
ments, or chuktis , to Rs. 7,74,823. The total payments amounted to 
Rs. 1,17, 48,8075 The balance, as ascertained after weighments, amounted only 
to ’ rL 26,586, out of which Rs. 21,037 have since been adjusted by recoveries 
from the cultivators. The net balance outstanding on 1st November 1909 was 
Rs. 5,549, of which Rs. 5,458 are for opium and Rs. 91 for leaf as 
shown in detail in Statement IX. These balances are in course of adjustment. 
Of the balances of previous years aggregating Rs. 20,988, Rs. 18,269 
have been adjusted during the year, viz., Rs. 112 by remission and Rs. 18,157 
by recoveries from cultivators, leaving Rs. 2,719 still outstanding. 

21. Advances for wells .—' The advances made during the past two seasons 

for the construction and repairs of wells have 
Statement XI. aggregated Rs, 16,174 and Rs. 25,777 in Bihar and 

Rs, 2 , 65,808 and Rs. 39,509 in Benares. In Bihar last year 162 pucka wells 
were * constructed, 4,249 earthen wells were dug and 55 masonry wells 
were repaired. The number of wells constructed, both masoniy and earthen, 
was largely in excess of The number constructed in the year 1907-08, 
except in Aliganj and Motihari. It is explained that owing to uncertain 
prospects and unfavourable seasons the cultivators in Aliganj were unwilling 
to take advances. Advances were freely given where they were wanted. 
In the Benares Agency 1,019 masonry wells were completed, 438 partly 
constructed, 341 repaired and 98 under repairs during the year. There 
was not much demand for advances for kutcha wells, and only 2,065 such 
wells are reported to have been made with the aid of advances from the 
department. In Bihar Rs. 15,095 and in Benares Rs. 95,439 were outstanding 
at the end of the year on account of such advances. 

, 22. Factory operations — Provision opium.— The receipts of the Patna Fac- 
tory during the year from the Bihar Agency 
statements xn, xin, xiv am ounted to 15,058 maunds, and from the Benares 
and xvm. Agency were 13,572 maunds, aggregating 28,630 

maunds. The average consistence of the opium produced in the Bihar 
Agency was 75*68° as compared with 76*34° in the previous year. The 
average consistence of the Benares opium transferred to the Bihar Agency was 
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73° as compared with 73*78°, and the average of both Bihar and Benares opium 
taken together worked out to 74*40° as against 74*82° last year. 

The gross district weight of the opium produced in the Benares Agency 
was 45,195 maunds and the factory weighment gave 44,773 maunds, the 
difference being due to dryage. The Agent reports that there was a tendency 
to ‘‘over -paraklf' 1 in the divisions producing opium of low consistence, but taken 
as a whole the parakh of the year was good. During the last few years more 
attention has been devoted than formerly to this important matter, and the 
result has been appreciable improvement. Most officers now classify their 
opium well and many of them excellently. 

23. At the Patna Factory caking commenced on the 3rd May and was 
completed on 2nd July. The total number of cakes manufactured was 525,010, 
equal to 13,125 chests and 10 cakes, all at the standard consistence of 
75°. At Ghazipur the manufacture of provision opium began on the 
26th April and was completed on the 29th May 1909. The total number 
of cakes made was 600,022 at 73° consistence. Of this number three cakes 
were damaged and written off the stock, one cake was sent to the Presidency 
opium godowns and six cakes were used for analysis, leaving a balance 
of 600,012 cakes, equivalent to 15,000 chests and 12 cakes. At the commence- 
ment of the season there was a balance of 6,672 maunds of opium of an 
average consistence of 74*71° fit for caking purposes. Very little of the opium 
received during the season was of lov; consistence. The quantity of opium 
utilized in the manufacture of provision opium at Ghazipur, apart from 
that used for lewa , was 22,976 maunds at 70°. 

As in the previous year, a large quantity of unmanufactured opium 
remained in the vats of the Patna and Ghazipur Factories at the end of the 
season, which, it is estimated, will provide provision opium in 1909-10 to the 
amount of 5,500 chests. 

24. Lewa.— At Patna the total quantity of lewa manufactured during 
the year was 4,414 maunds as against 7,431 maunds in the previous year ; 
3,455 maunds of opium, 49 maunds of pasewa and 910 maunds of dhoi were 
used in the process. The quantity of pure pasewa used in manufacturing lewa 
was at the rate of 1*41 percent, only, as the stock of pasewa did not allow of 
a further addition. At Ghazipur there was a stock of lewa equal to maunds 
230 at 52*50° when the season under report commenced. This was all 
used before the lewa of the new season was brought into use. The opium 
taken from the malkhana for this purpose amounted to maunds 3,249 at 
70° or maunds 4,333 at 52*50°, which represents the quantity of lewa made. 
Pure pasewa was added to the opium at the rate of 2J maunds, and factory 
dhoi at the rate of 3 maunds per hundred maunds. 

25. Condition of cakes. — The number of cakes found eaten by grubs was 
83 as against 16 of last year. The number of cakes damaged was 551, of 
which 254 were much wetted and 300 slightly wetted, as compared with 4,118 
cakes damaged in the preceding year. The cakes in the Ghazipur Factory were 
free from mould of any sort, and are in excellent condition. 

26. Manufacture and supply of excise opium . — Three thousand two hundred 
and thirty-seven chests and 302 cakes of excise opium were manufactured at 
Patna during the year under review against 6,219 chests and 315 cakes last 
year. The total cost of manufacture amounted to Rs, 16,186 giving an 
average expenditure of Rs. 4-15-10 per chest as compared with Rs. 3-11.-10 
per chest last year. The increase of Re. 1-4 per chest is due to a smaller 
number of abkari chests having been manufactured and to the season having 
been a very wet one, which made a longer exposure necessary before the 
opium could be raised to the required standard. At Ghazipur 3,328 chests of 
excise opium were manufactured and the cost of manufacture of a chest was 
Rs. 5-8-9 as compared with Rs. 5-10-5 in .1907-08. 

27. The manufacture of medical opium ancl opium alkaloids . — The new 

method of extracting alkaloids by means of 
toluene devised by Professor Dunstan of the 

Imperial Institute, London, was tried this year on a large scale at the Ghazipur 
Factory. Government concurred in the view expressed by the Board that 
the use of Professor Dunstan’s method should not be continued so far as 
regards the extraction of alkaloids, but should be confined to the purification

in the preceding year. As stated in paragraph 27 of last year’s report, the 
low average of 1907-08 was due to exclusion of the cost of the wood used 
for 18,511 sal chests turned out during the year which had been paid in a 
previous year. The Agent remarks that the cost of mango chests only has 
decreased from Rs. 2-12-6 to Rs. 2-10-3. Much attention has been given to 
improving the quality of the chests supplied for provision opium ; and both 
logs and sawn planks are now seasoned before being used. 

29, Expenditure . — The total expenditure of the Bihar Agency amounted 

to Rs. 46,69,995 against Rs. 49,76,092 in the 
previous year. The decrease is mainly due to the 
decrease in the total amount of opium delivered. The average cost per 
maund of Bihar opium fell from Rs. 292 in 1907-08 to Rs. 287 in the year 
under review ; but the cost of a chest of provision opium rose from Rs. 489-7-7 
to Rs. 502-3-1, in consequence of a smaller number of chests being manu- 
factured. 

In the Benares Agency also the total expenditure of the season has 
fallen to Rs. 1,25,24,597 from Rs. 1,48,41,357 in the previous year, the decrease 
being similarly due to the falling off in the quantity of opium produced. The 
average cost per maund of opium has been Rs. 274-14-1 as compared with 
Rs. 273-3-0 in the previous year, and the average cast of a. provision chest

30. Cost of a chest of provision opium and net revenue . — During the calendar 
year 1909, 43,200 chests of provision opium were sold in equal proportions from 
Bihar and Benares and the average prices realized for a chest from each 
Agency were Rs. 1,391 and 1,386 or Rs. 1,388 for both combined against 
an average of Rs. 1,387 in 1908. The total sale-proceeds in 1909 amounted 
to Rs. 5,99,85,100. The total cost of manufacture of the produce (including 
Presidency charges, etc.) amounted to Rs. 1,16, 16,298 in Bihar and to 
Rs. 1,09,71,867 in Benares, or a total of Rs. 2,25,88,165, giving an average cost 
per chest of Rs, 523. The net revenue derived from opium during the two 
calendar years 1908 and 1909 amounted to Rs. 4,07,62,053 and Rs. 3,73,96,935, 
respectively. 

31. Sales . — The opium sales during the twelve months from November 
1908 to October 1909 comprised 33,932 chests manufactured in 1906-07 and 
9,868 chests manufactured in 1907-08, in all 13,800 chests, of which half was 
taken from each Agency in monthly lots of 3,900 chests during November and 
December 1908 and 3,600 chests during January to October 1909, The 
number of chests sold during the 12 months was 43,800 chests, or 3,200 chests 
fewer than were sold during the previous corresponding period.

In accordance 
with the orders of the Government of India contained in their Notifica- 
tion No. 3219A., dated the 24th June 1909, 39,600 chests or 3,300 chests 
monthly, made up of 1,650 chests each, of Bihar and Benares opium will be 
sold during the year 1910; and there will, therefore, be left on the 1st 
January 1911, a reserve of 11,458 chests, viz., 7,430 of Bihar and 4,028 of 
Benares opium. This reserve is exclusive of the equivalent of about 5,500 
chests of crude opium remaining in the vats at the end of the year 1908-09. 

33. Breaches of the Opium Laics. — During the year under review there 
were 25 prosecutions (one in Bihar and 24 in the Benares Agency) under 
Act XIII of 1857, against 17 (all in the Benares Agency) in the previous year, 
of which 19 were for non-fulfilment of engagements and 6 for embezzlement 
of crude opium. Under Act I of 1878 the number of cases investigated 
showed an increase of 94 in Bihar and 12 in Benares. Mr. Shirres makes 
special mention of seven cases of opium smuggling. In four of these cases 
the offenders were convicted for smuggling large quantities of abkari opium. 
In one case two cultivators from the Monghyr district were found to have 
smuggled nine seers of crude opium into Nadia. In another case two 
barkandazes of the Opium Department were convicted of theft of 3 seers 
6 chitaks of crude opium. The remaining case was one of theft of ll chitaks 
of opium by a factory employe. 

34. Other matters of importance— {a) Maximum limit of emoluments of 
Assistant Factory Superintendents, — In June 1909 the Government of India 
accorded sanction to the maximum limit of emoluments of Assistant Factory 
Superintendents being raised from Rs. 450 to Rs. 750 a month. 

(5) Abolition of sub-Agency charges . — The sub-Agencies of Tirhut and 
Patna and the subdivision of Barhi in Gaya were abolished towards the close 
of the year owing to reduction of cultivation. 

35. Casualties.— During the year the department lost the services of four 
officers, viz., of Messrs. Sarkies and Murray by retirement, and of Messrs. Datta 
and Allum by death. An Assistant Opium Agent was dismissed from the 
service. Mr. Hay-Cooper’s temporary employment as an Assistant Opium 
Agent ceased during the year. The services of Messrs. A. E. Hayward, 
Assistant Factory Superintendent, Patna, and P. S. Quarry, Assistant Opium 
Agent, have been transferred to the Police Department. 

36. Merits of o fficers,— The Agents, Messrs. L. P. Shirres, iic.s., and 
H. F. House, i.c.s., have performed their duties with zeal and efficiency 
during the year and have carefully dealt with questions of unusual difficulty 
arising out of the changing conditions of the Department.
